Mission and of the revival of religion in the 
Oriental Churches, which has just issued from 
the press, The seven churches in the mission 
contain 273 members, of whom 43 were added 
in the year 1849. The infidelity, which is 
making progress among the more intelligent 
and wealthy classes, is not so much the result 
of opposition to the gospel, as of the perceiv- 
ed falsity of all that its subjects have ever 
known of Christianity.

The printing in Armenian 
and Armeno-Turkish, amounted to 5,680 000 
pages.

The most toteresting and important 
of these was to Diarbekir, on the river Tigris, 
where the gospel seems to have taken strong 
hold upon the minds and hearts of certain Ar- 
menians and Syrians.

The second general branch of inquiry pro- 
posed, was the purpose or object, the calling, 
pursuit or business, in reference to which the 
education is to be conducted. All education, 
and all improvement in any thing, must be in 
reference to some purpose. You would never 
seek to improve a plow without first making 
yourself acquainted with its present state and 
condition, and also with the purpose for which 
it was used; and your improvement would have 
reference to both these things 

What then is Agriculture, what its pursuits, 
what the demands it makes upon the agricul- 
turist, what the matters and things involved in 
its successful prosecution? These are all top- 
ics legitimately involved in this branch of the 
subject, but they are too numerous and too ex- 
tended for discussion here. The two main 
questions that are everywhere presented to the 
Farmer are these. First: What are the kinds 
of produce, whether in crops or live stock, he 
is required to raise; and Second, how he can 
best raise them, in the largest quantity, with 
the least amount of capital and labor, and on 
the smallest quantity of land. The first looks 
to the supply of man's physical wants, and the 
markets where that supply is furnished. The 
second regards all the knowledge of the prin- 
ciy and modes of culture involved in the 
practice of this art.

Last week was the proper time for my epistle, but
